On Sunday the 11th August the workers held a social at tho Trades v'lnd 
Labour Hall in Willesden to celebrate their victory with those who ha.d stood 
by them in their seven week strike. It was assumed that they would bo 
returning to work on the follovring Monday. 
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What had not been reckoned with was the employer’s suddenly going back on 
certain important parts of the agreement when they found that blacklegs in 
the factory v7ho had refused to support the strike saw a chance to cash in on 
the nex/ rates of pay if tho old shift conditions wore maintained. 

The workers did not go ba.ck and the strike was resumed. The employers 
seemed to be still gambling on the fact that outside support for x^orkers who 
were mainly Pakista.nis, Indians and V/est Indians would not be sustained* 

There is a report that one of the managers urged a convenor in a plant to which 
Injection Moulders supplies components to ignore the strike on the ground that 
the workers were only blacks. 


Be that as it may, the trade union represetdiatives. negotiating on behalf 
of the mean walked out of a meeting with the intransigent employers and 
reported their refusal to implement the agreement to the Employers 
Federation, 


It gives us groat satisfaction to bo able to report that the workers at 
Injection Moulders did return to work on August 22nd vrith all thoir aa;Jor 
demands fully.'inet. We congratulate thorn on their victory and salute all those 

fallow workers who supported them in their militant action. 

This very important strike and its sucossful conclusion demonstrates 
lo-rlv that thO‘right way to oppose racialism in whatever form is by the 
^ted struggle of workers black and white against their common class enemy.

In contrast it was nore like a roar that issued frou their 
throats when the St. Pancras (Canden) United Tenants Association advised 
Tenants not to pay the increase and pointed out that neither Labour or Tory 
would solve the tenants* probleris. As the revisionists in tho U.T.A. 
said (before they left its ranks) Labour was better than Tory and the U.T.A. 
stand would rock the electoral boat! 

It will not surprise our readers to know that since the Tory decision 
to raise the rents the revisionists ha.vc found their voice again and are 
calling on tenants to protest, etc., but at the sane tine ignoring tho 
long established and lailitant U.T.A. Thus they are, in practice, atteupting 
to split tho tenants novenent. 

Tenants mst be united under tho leadership of the U.T.A. in refusing 
categorically to pay any rent increases, whether initialed by a Tory or 
Labour Council, The vast majority of the tenants arc workers whoso pay has 
been frozen by tho Labour Government. Rent, increases are thus, in fact, 
pay cuts. They are just one more way in which the Labour and Tory Parties 
collaborate in transferring money from tho pockets of workers into those of 
the capitalist class.
